The primary purpose of the county 


hospital is to care for indigent cili/.ens 
if the county, those destitute of prop- 
erty, whether in Or out of health. 


Humanely speaking no destitute per- 


son is refused temporary treatment if 
ibsolutely in need of it, but the hospital 
s for the sole use of citizens of the 
county, and no one eke has a right to 
Vmaiid admission. 


Any other rule would prove disastrous 


to the county from the fact that Fresno, 
or any other county, might be called 
ipon to support tho half or the wholeof 
be pauper sick of the state if they had 
the option to go where they pleased and 
lemaud admission to and support in the 
county hospital. 


The citizens of this county have no 


conception of the number of tramps and 
"ims that apply daily for admission, no 
L^.ie of whom lias a legal residence in 
ho county, nor of the schemes they -ru- 
ort to to secure it. 
They average from ten to fifteen a day 


uul grow impudent and surly when of- 
ered free treatment for their ailments 
mt refused a permanent home at the 
county's expense. 


At best the accommodations of the 


lospital are limited to 150 persons and 
jver 100 names are now on the list. 
Curing the month of August seventy of 
hese wanderers were treated, of which 
•umber forty-live have been diticharged. 


•Some of these-manage to get into jail 
or some petty offense- or on prctenHi; of 
Hiving no place to sleep. Next inurii- 
ug they are Hick and have to be sent to 
,he hospital. Their general complaint 
K rheumatism as that affliction can be 
umilated with lesa chance of detection 
ban any other. 
There are two cases now at the hos- 
ntul that have caused an enormous 
mount of .sympathy to be wasted by 
•ell meaning |,ut over sympathetic peo- 


Oiic of these fellows was refused ad- 
jUjsion on the ground that he was a 
on-resident, and Dr. Maiipin had no 
felil under Ihelaw to admit him. 


Jlmvever, he had made up his in ind 


> get into the hospital and get in he 
id. JIu took undiluted carbolic acid 
nd put it between bis toes In make 
hem sore. 
The effort was eminently successful, 
veu beyond his fondest hope, for the 
cid came near eating his toes and a 
urtmn of his foot off, and tho Doctor 
ad to drydock him fur temporary 
rcatmenl. 
Another case that evoked an amount 
f sympathy WHH one of the soup ab- 
jrhonj that held the town down down 
ecently. 
This fellow wanted to get into the 
ospilal on the strength, or weakness of 
pair of very bad legs. They troubled 
im terribly butwcen the ankles and 


kees, and nothing but the HOothing cli- 
mate of the hospital would restore bis 
props. 


l>r. Maupin examined into the cage, 


found he had been in thu county Im' » 
week, and further discovered that he 
wan a rank fraud, and told him Inn legs 
would not puss him into the hospital. 


Hut hu foiled tho doctor. He doubled 


the dose of carbolic acid with which he 
bathed them, and in n short time lie 
looked as if Kiiffering from elephantiasis, 
and with artificially reddened eyes he 
appealed to heaven and tho soft-hearted 
public until tho sheetiron goddess of 
justice on the court house wept. 


He had to be taken to the hospital and 


,,ame near losing his legs. But he had 
the comforting solace of county grub, 
and of being an object for sympathy. 


A few days ago a laborer in one of the 


vineyards applied to Dr. Maupin for ad- 
mission to tlie hospital to "get tuppence 
worth to mend his Head." 


He had been Jiere two w.'eka—got 


drunk last Sunday, ami out; of hta co- 
grape pickers got into an argument with 
him with a club and cut his scalp con- 
Kid era hi y. 


He at once applied for admission to 


the hospital notwitsthaniling he had no 
rlsiini lor iMi.jfci.Ion, and l^ides had 
funds sullicient lo take rare of himself. 


When thedortor explained toliitii^tlint 


his ivipicsl. could not be granted, but 
oftin-ttd him gratuitous treatment out- 
side, he was grossly insulted and impu- 
dently refused to allow the doctor to ex- 
amine his head or treat him. 


While the scamp deserves no whit of 


sympathy or consideration because of 
his wounds and the cause of them the 
county is not without persons who will 
precipitate themselves into a catlit of 
singular pertinacity and become audible 
to right his wrongs. 


These over-anxioiiH people may repose 


conlidence in the fact that the deserving 
ill and indigent are not being neglected, 
and .understand that Dr. Maupin in his 
capacity of county physician has pro- 
scribed duties to penorm, laid down by 
' iv. 


At the same time he isahmnnneman, 


not deaf to the call of suffering, nor yet 
to be imposed upon bv the plaints of 
undeserving vagabonds. H in with poor 
grace that criticism should come because 
lie refuses to foist upon the people of 
this county the support of a drunken 
vagabond whose noggin was too lightly 
cracked amid his cups.

As the debt was a 
iiuall om—between $4000 and $5000— 
Jut assessment on n f4,000,000 basis 
vould be inappreciable. 


r. Wallace stated that the board had 


uithority to act on the petition as it con- 


irmed to tlm law passed by tlie last leg- 
islature which provided for the disorgan- 
isation of Ihu irrigation district. 


Captain Ward stated that he had e,\- 


unined the assessment roll and found 
,hat the petitioners represented more 
.him one-half of those on the roll. 


It was finally decided to call an ek-e- 


ion lo see whether or not the majority 
)f the people of the district are in favor 
>[ disorganizing the district. 


The directors have not yet fixed tin 


date for holding the election.—M adorn 
Mercury.

A few years ago tho homes of a

worked with the others in the hope lo 
Ki-l a few morn day* \\uik out of him, 
ind save pnrchiising another animal. 
The economy cost the owner about 
$2000.

He will order all animals destroyed 
that arc afllictcd with the disease, and 
will prosecute owners who infringe the 
law with ivgnrd to this subject.

hraphcls, kings, priests and rabbit; o 


lawyers, legislators and moil of emi 
nence in any vocation uf life and famous 
upon tlie pageuf history; and the testi- 
mony of eminent men of the presunl 
generation and yet alive and laboring In 
the cause of humanity ami justice—all 
testifying to the truth of tins same- ol.l 
story, lhat usury is the great enr.se o: 
mankind, a curse which it isihept-op- 
pie's duly lo abolish from the face ol 
theeartli. 


The prophets lay special stress upon 


the law on usury, classing its violation 
among highcrimcs. Em-kid, in descrjb 
ing those who are just and whom God 
hath said shall surely live, says (1S:8) 
"lie that hath not'gi.von forth upon 
usury, neither hath taken any increase 
that hath withdrawn his hand from in 
iquily, hath executed true judgment 
between man and man." 
And in de- 


scribing those that have done abo-niua- 
lions be includes him that "hath givei 
forth upon USUIT, and hath taken in- 
crease; shall he five? He shall not live 
he hath done all these alwminations; hi, 
Shall surely die; his blood shall beupoi 
him." And again (22:12): "In Ihet 
have they taken gifts to shed blood; 
thoii bast taken usury and increa.se ami 
thou haHtgi'oedily gained of thy neigh- 
bors by extortion and hast forgotten me, 
uuitli the LordGod." 


Isaiah, in declaring that the eartli 


shall be empty ami waste, and is deliled 
by transgressions, says it shall be "with 
the taker of usury, so with the giver of 
usury to him." 
It is declared in Pro 


erbs {L'S:S) that to increase fmbslnm., 
by usury is unjust gain. Neheniiah, 
who found the people ruined by mort- 
gages ami themselves and their children 
brought to slavery by usury, compelled 
restitution and denounced the practice. 
King David also recognised tho force ol 
this law. Usurers were punishable by 
flagellation and not <-nni|M>trnt to give 
U;stimoiiy|umlor Jewish law. 


Coming to later Jewish auknowlege- 


ment, Jo.sephus fays of the polity of 
Moses: "Tin- reason why the cons'titn- 
liuu of this legislation was "ever bettei 
dim-ted to the utility of all than othei 
legislations slot is in (his, that Moses 
saw and he ordained other virtues to hi 
part of religion, I mean justice, and 
fortitude and temperance and a nniver- 
f-ul agreement, of the munlum with on. 
another. * * « For we are made foi 
fellowship one with the other, and he 
who prefers the common good before 
what is peculiar lo himself m above all 
acceptable fo God. 
* * Me that 


lends monev must not demand usury foi 
its loan. 'iVse and many more of lilu 
poi I. aro Ihe rules that unite us in the 
bonds nf society one with another." 


Thnt thin is aluo the view of the high- 


est Hebrew aiillmrily in the United 
States nt this day appears from the 
writings of Itabbi Isaac M. Wise in hib 
"Judaism and ChriHliauity; their agree- 
ment and disagreements,"" UH8:i). At 
puge U ho quotes from Psalm in, when 
King David enumerates the laws which 
if men keep, they shall never be movei 
to eternity, and includes him, "win 
givelh not his money for usury." TV 
which Dr. Wise adds hiti opinion as fol 
lows: 
"Thank your King David foi 


thin universal catechism, whereas neilhoi 
Kahbi nor priest nor dervish can im 
prove it." 


Havin- shown that Jewish aullioritj 


lo this day sland^llrmly by the divinity 
of lluMlocroe of Moses ugaliiBt usury, vii 
may very briefly show that the whole > 
competent Christian authority is to tl; 
tmme- effect. Jesms expressly asserted 
that he would not destroy tlm law or the 
nrophets, Iwthof which denounce usury, 
lie command.!* the keeping of thu pre- 
cepts of Moses, saying: "For hud ye 
believed Moses ye would have believed 
me." 


The fathers of the church wens all 


agreed. Gibbon nays, vol. -1, p. :!li!): 
"The most simple interest wan con- 
demned by thy clergy of the oast and 
weel." Jerome, Ambrose, Cyprian and 
many others wrote powerfuMy against 
any interest at all. Millmun, in his 


iles lo Gibbon says: "The falher.s 
e unanimous, and a host of councils." 


Luther was extremely severe, saving: 
"The heathen was able by light of 
reason to rnnclinii' tluit ;t. uuun>r i« M 
double dyed thief and murderer. » * * 
Whoever eats up, robs and steals the 
nourishment of another, commits as 
urcal a murder, so fur as, in him lies, as 
be who starves n man or utterly undoes 
him. Such doi-H (he usurer, and fcils 
the while safe on his stool when he 
ought rather be hanging from 1hc gal- 
lows. Little thieves are put in tin 
slocks, great thieves go Daunting ii 
gold and silk. Therefore is there inthii 
on earih no greater enemy of man, after 
the devil, than a gripe-money and 
usurer." 


The preachers of today—those having 


not yet entered this great controversy- 
would do humanity a grout service if 
they would, like Luther, walk in the 
footsteps of Moses and Jesus, and come 
out and boldly denounce usury as a 
great crime against God and man and 
lalmr, as that great host of 
oth' 


"bright and shining lights,!' for the e_ 
tablishment of a system of finance and 
industry baaed upon the principles of 
right and justice, and in harmony with 
the divine teaching of tho Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man.
